1 firſt edition of this little work having been 
deſigned ſolely for my own junior pupils, I thought 
it unneceſſary to ſtate in a Preface my motives for its 
publication. The recommendation, however, of ſome 
reſpected friends having procured the book a more extenſive 
circulation than was expected, it has been thought proper 
to introduce the preſent edition to the public in the uſual 
manner. 


The utility of GEOGRAPHY has been univerſally ad- 
mitted, and that ſcience now forms an eſſential branch of 
female tuition. That a conſiderable knowledge of it may 
be acquired at a very early period of life, is not only 
aſſerted on the experience of one of the greateſt philoſophers 
that ever wrote on the ſubject of education“, but is well 
known to every perſon converſant in this department of 
inſtruction; nor can it be doubted, ſince its acquiſition 
depends entirely on the exerciſe of the eyes and the memory. 
To provide an eaſy and familiar elementary tract coin- 
ciding with this idea, which without fatiguing the attention 
by a prolix catalogue of hard names in the letter-preſs,

mould initiate the pupil in the firſt principles of this. 
pleaſing ſcience, was the prime object of the work now 


offered to public notice, By maps of this kind, having 


the outlines carefully coloured, the young ſcholar is enabled 
to diſtinguiſh at a glance the whole extent of countries and 
provinces, with their boundaries, their figures, and their 
relative ſituations. 


As theſe minor performances may, perhaps, in ſome 
caſes, be purchaſed by perſons unaccuſtomed to teach 
Geography, I ſhall hope to be, at leaſt, excuſed if I preſume 
to adviſe the mode of uſing them. 


The ſtudent ſhould, by reiterated repetitions of the 


feveral leſſons, and a conſtant recurrence at the ſame time 


to the maps connected with them, obtain ſuch a complete 
acquaintance with the latter, as to be able not only to 
point out with facility and preciſion any particular part 
that ſhall be required, but alſo to give an account of its 
relative ſituation. The map of the world will not only 
give the pupil an idea of the grand diviſions of the earth, 
but it may alſo be employed as an exerciſe connected with 
ſeveral of the other maps, and as a criterion of the progreſs 
of the learners; in order to which the inſtructor may 


occaſionally require them to name any parts of a country, 


the ſituation of iſlands, &c, with which they may have 
previouſly become acquainted in the courſe of their ſtudies 
or, he may himſelf point to them, and defire the pupil to 
name them. A knowledge of the maps will by this method. 
become ſo indelibly impreſſed on the memory, as never 
after to be entirely obliterated,

ployed in acquiring ſome particulars concerning the places 
and perſons with the names of which they ſhall become 
acquainted ; of the tormer, from a well- ſelected Gazetteer;

phical Dictionary, and The Britiſh Repos, works which 
have made their way into almoſt every ſchool and private 
family in the kingdom where juvenile improvement is deemed 
of importance. "Fhofe names of places and perſons of which 
no account is given in the books above referred to, may be 
found in the Author's Chronological Table, juſt publiſhed,

INTRODUCTORY OBSERVATIONS. 
. — 


 EOGRAPHY is a deſcription of the earth, which is a 
globular body of land and water, conſiſting of various 
parts. The chief of theſe are exhibited on the explanatory map 
in the manner they are uſually delineated by geographers ; and 
they are alſo briefly defined in the ſecond and third pages of 
this work. 


The four quarters into which the earth is divided are Eu Ro E, 
As ia, AFRICA, and AMERICA. The firſt three are generally 
ſtyled the Old World. America was diſcovered in 1492, by 
Colu uus, a Genoeſe; but derives its name from Americus 
Veſputius, an artful Florentine, and is often called the New 
World; though it is ſometimes more appropriately denominated 
ColLuMBIla, in honour of its real diſcoverer, 


A map of the globe contains the following circles, namely, 
the EQUATOR, Or EQUINOCTIAL LINE; the ECLIPTIC\, 
or ZODIAC; the TROPICS; and the POLAR CIRCLEs. The 
equator divides the globe into equal parts, forming the Northern 
and Southern hemiſpheres. The ecliptic croſſes the equator 
obliquely in the two oppoſite points of Aries and Libra, and 
contains the twelve ſigns, viz. Aries, Y the Ram ; Taurus, 'o! 
the Bull; Gemini, Il the Twins; Cancer, S the Crab; Leo, 
Q the Lion; Virgo, i the Virgin; Libra, & the Balance; 
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Scorpio, m the Scorpion; Sagittarius, 1 the Archer; Capri. 
cornus, VP the Goat; Aquarius, *% the Water-Bearer ; and 
Piſces, X the Fiſhes. This line belongs properly to the celeſtial 
ſphere. The two tropical circles are drawn through the begin- 


nings of Cancer and Capricorn, parallel to the equator, and at 


234 degrees from it. The polar circles are alſo parallel to the 


- equator at the diſtance of 664 degrees from it. That which 


encircles the North pole is called the arctic circle ; and that 
which encompaſſes the South pole is denominated the antarctic 
circle. The poles of the earth are the extremities of the earth's 
axis, an imaginary line upon which this body is ſuppoſed to 
perform its diurnal rotation. 


The tropics and polar circles divide the earth into five parts 
called zones, viz. 1 torrid, 2 temperate, and 2 frigid, which 
are thus named from their different ſituations with regard to the 
ſun. The torrid zone is contained between the two tropics, 
and has the ſun continually in the zenith of ſome of its parts. 
It was thought by the ancient philoſophers to be all parched by 


heat and uninhabited; but we now find that many parts both 


of Africa and South America, are the moſt fruitful ſpots in the 
world. The temperate zones are included between the tropics, 
and the polar circles, on either ſide of the torrid zone. The 
one is called the Northern, and the other the Southern temperate 
vone. The ſun never reaches the zenith in theſe zones. The 
frigid zones are contained within the polar circles, 


The circles which are drawn parallel to the equator are called 
parallels of latitude ; thoſe which paſs through the poles, cutting 
the equator at right angles, are called meridians, or, when they 
are drawn 15 degrees aſunder, hour circles, 


Longitude 1s the diſtance of a place from ſome firſt meridian, 
reckoned in degrees and minutes upon the equator, and is always 
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either Fat or Weſt, Our modern map-makers generally aſſume 
London. for a firſt meridian, The greateſt longitude any place 
can have is 180 degrees. 


Latitude 1s the diſtance of a place from the equator towards 
either pole, and 1s always North or South, according to its 
fituation with reſpe to the equator. The greateſt latitude any 
place can have is go degrees. 


A map is a plane figure repreſenting either the whole or part 
of the earth's ſurface, according to the laws of perſpective and 
projection, and exhibiting the forms and dimenſions of the 
ſeveral countries and rivers, with the ſituation of cities, moun- 
tains, and other places. The upper part of the'map 1s always 
the North; the lower, the South; the right hand, the Eaſt; 
and the left, the Weſt, unleſs the contrary be ſignified. The 
latitudes of places are marked on the Eaſtern and Weſtern, and 
the longitudes on the Northern and Southern extremities of the 
ſquare maps commonly uſed. But on a map of the world the 
latitude is marked on the circles which encompaſs the Eaſtern 
and Weſtern hemiſpheres ; and the longitude on the equator, 


Maps and fea charts are faid to have been firſt introduced into 
England by Bartholomew, the brother of Chriſtopher Columbus, 
who preſented ſome to Henry VIL. in the year 1489. 


The mariner's compaſs, by which ſhips are guided upon the 
ocean, conſiſts of a circular braſs box, containing a paper card 
with 92 points or diviſions, and a magnetic needle which always 
turns to the North, excepting a ſmall declination variable at 
different places,

GOING TERMS. 


CoNnTINENT, a tract of land not divided by the ſea from 
other land. —-Ocx ax, an immenſe expanſe of water.—Isr anp 
(pronounced Iland) land wholly ſurrounded by water.—Pz n1N- 
SULA, land almoſt encompaſſed by the ſea.—LAkE, a large 
diffuſion of water encircled by the land. —EsTuary, or FRIT RH, 
the mouth of a river in which the tide reciprocates.—-BAx, a 
part of the ſea ſurrounded, in a conſiderable degree, by land, — 
STRAIT, a narrow paſſage which joins two ſeas, or two gulfs, 
or a ſea and a gulf.—SouxD, a ſhallow part of the ſea, whoſe 
depth may be obtained by a ſounding-line. By the term, The 
Sound, is meant a ſtrait which connects the Cattegatte with the 
Baltic ſea.—-Gu r, a portion of the ocean, or of a ſea, which 
runs up into the land; when very large it is called an inland ſea.— 
CHANNEL, a ftrait or narrow ſea between two countries. The 
Channel, uſed emphatically, implies the Britiſh Channel, between 
England and France. Ro Ap (for ſhipping) a place upon a coaſt 
where there is anchorage, and a certain degree of protection and 
ſhelter from winds.—-PRomonToRY, PoixTt, CAE, HRA D. 
LAND, are terms nearly ſynonimous, denoting a part of land 
that projects into the ſea, When the elevation is but ſmall, it 
is uſually denominated a Point, or Headland ; when it has the 
appearance of a mountain, it is generally called a Promontory, 
or Cape.—HARBOUR, Havex, a ſtation for ſhips. Cu R- 
RENT, A Certain progreſſive motion of the water of the 
ſea in ſeveral places, either quite down to the bottom, or 
to a certain determinate depth; by which a ſhip may happen 
to be carried more ſwiftly, or retarded in her courſe, accord- 
ing to the direction of the current, with or againſt the 
way of the ſhip. When a current runs with a rapidity not to

be reſiſted, it is generally, in ſea language, denominated a race. 
The ſtrait between the Iſle of Alderney and the North-Weſt coaſt 
of Normandy (now forming the department of the Channel) is 
called The Race of Alderney, which is ſometimes, eſpecially in 
ſtormy weather, a very dangerous paſſage. Through it, how. 
ever, part of the French fleet made their eſcape after the battle 
of La Hogue. The French call this ſtrait, Le Ras de Blanchart,— 
Ro ck, a vaſt maſs of ſtone, fixed in the earth. CLI FS, ſeep, 
broken, and craggy rocks. _MounTaAins, vaſt protuberances 
of the carth.—H1L1s, elevations of ground leſs than mountains. 
—R1vERs, land currents of water.—-Brooks, running water, 
leſs than rivers. —ForesTs, wild uncultivated tracts of ground, 
interſperſed with wood. —M a rn, a fen, bog, ſwamp, or watery 
tract of land, —PaRx, a piece of ground encloſed and ſtored with 
beaſts of chaſe.
